C O L O N E L W IS E , H E R O O F F IF T H 
M A R IN E S , BA C K FR O M F R A N C E 
Colonel Freedrick M. W ise, of the 
Fifth Mines, who is credited with hav 
ing marked the turning point of the 
world war with his famous remark at 
Chateau-Thierry on June 2, 1918, re­ 
turned from France recently aboard 
the liner Rochambcau. 
Colonel W ise, 
in command of a battalion of Fifth 
Marines in that famous Am erican v ic ­ 
tory, sent back the following 
reply 
to the French colonel who suggested 
his men fall back before the Germans 
to retreat in force: 
“ To hell with that 
stuff! 
It’s for the Germans to retreat. 
W e just got here and we’re going to 
advance!” The Germans attacked, but 
the Yanks, reinforced by two more 
battalions of the Fifth Marines, drove 
in and swept everything before them, 
starting the backward move of the 
Germans which finally resulted in the 
allied victory.
